It looked to a casual 
observer, when the ladies were gath- 
ered in the parlors and hallways, as 
though every club woman in town ana 
"then Homer> were there. 
The hotel 
manageme* did everything in their 
power to accommodate the unusual 
number of guests and to contribute to 
the success of the occasion. 
A de- 


licious luncheon, faultless service and 
attractive 
surroundings 
helped to 
make the affair a social success. 


After the meal 
was finished the 


chairs were arranged in the larger 
room and the afternoon's program was 
taken up. Mrs. W. F. Boswortb, as 
chairman of the occasion, introduced 
the guests o£ honor, Mrs. R. T. Mur- 
dock, 'and Mrs. T. D. Woolsey of Be- 
lolt. The former lady is president of 
the City Federation and 
she gave

During the last year the federation, 
beside several 
small projects, had 
held a rummage sale and a society cir- 
cus, the latter attraction being quite 
a social success, having over 250 per- 
sons in the play. She closed with a 
plea for good fellowship and co-oper- 
ation. 


Mrs.' Woolsey, as chairman oC the 


rooms committee, gave a stirring talk 
;on the live work being done in Beloit 
Center. She spoke o£ the general use 
of the room by country people and 
city folk alike, and that on a recent 
Saturday they had listed over seven 
hundred visitors to the room. 
The 
matron had been given the powers of 
a policewoman by the city and had 
been able to.assist young girls with 
advice aad in other ways.

AUSTRALIAN STRIKE 


WAS A REAL MUTINY 


Recent Riot Among Soldiers Caused 


by Order for More Drilling. 


. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PIIB3S.] 


Sydney, Australia, 
March 
24.—A 
recent riot at Sydney in which some 
15,000 soldiers were involved can be 
called by no other name than "mu- 
tiny" in the official view of Senator 
Pearce, the minister for defense, who 
expresses 
his 
belief that 
trouble 
among the Australian recruits has 
been inspired by "enemy gold 
and 
influence." 
Newspapers in Sydney 
and 
else- 
where, however, attribute 
the 
out- 
break to long continued failure by the 
defense department to see that'war- 
time discipline is maintained at the 
training camps. 
(Some details of the riots at Syd- 
ney 
have 
already 
been learned 
through the arrival of steamships at 
San Francisco, but the following elab- 
orates and 
confirms 
previous ad- 
vices.) 


The troops involved In the mutiny 
were from the training camps at Cas- 
ula and Liverpool, near this city. The 
trouble was due primarily to an order 
from, the Insnector-Reneral 
of 
tho 
Mommonwealth forces, Major-General 
J. W. McCay, increasing me uuuioer 
of hours of weekly drill from thirty-, 
six to forty and one-half. This order i 
was issued from headquarters at Mel- i 
bourne and was immediately received j 
with poor grace by the recruits at i 
the two big training camps, The or- 
der was to go into effect on the morn-' 
ing of February 14. On that morning i 
5,000-men marched out of the Casula I 
camp, which is 
about 
twenty-five 
miles from Sydney, on what 
they 
called a "strike." It is assumed that 
the military guard at the came was , 
not strong enough to offer resistence. 
In any case the Casula men marched 
to the nearby Liverpool camp and in- 
duced about 10,000 men to Join in the 
"strike." 
Although a considerable 
number of recruits at both camps re- 
fused to join in the mutinous proceed- 
ings, the leaders of the "strike" were 
followed by a big majority of all tha 
recruits.

During the night the regular sol- 
diers succeeded in getting the re- 
cruits back to their respective camps, 
having arrested the ringleaders. Some 
of the latter were dealt with leniently 
with short jail sentences, but the prin- 
cipal ones were taken in hand by the 
military authorities for court martial.

Even 
the. physician needs to be reminded 
of the serious nature of the prevent- 
able and entirely unnecessary evil. 
Listen to what Drs. John H. JIuaser 
and George Borris Plersol of the Uni- 
vorsily of Pennsylvania have to say 
to their brother physicians through- 
out llhe United States if you would 
begin to appreciate tho folly of look- 
ing upon constipation as 
fi trifling 
disease. Here are their words: 
"N'o clinical symptom is more fre- 
quently encountered in the practice 
of medicine than constipation. The 
commonplace and obstinate character 
of tho affection is perhaps responsi- 
ble for tho prevalence of iho idea that 
constipation is a necessary evil rarely 
capable of permanent euro. 
"As a result of this false and dan- 
gerous attitude the people axe prone 
to look upon the condition with I/a- 
cifferenco, which allows them to 'be 
content with a certain degree of tem- 
porary relief, too often brought about 
fcy the easiest means at their dis- 
posal, namely, the use of purgative 
. 
•This attitude Is not only errone- 
ous, it is harmful. Constipation Is 
out a symptomatic 
expression of 
some underlying disorder, and any 
treatment to be efficient must be. di- 
rected, not to the temporary removal 
of The symptom, but at the cause. 
"Dietlc errors are among the most 
Trequent general causes of constipa- 
tion. These consist in food which is 
deficient in residue (bran) by reason 
of wliich the bowel 1s deprived of the 
mechanical and chemical stimuli nec- 
essary to promote proper intestinal 
activity- 
"A diet suitable for 
constipation 
Snust be one which will furnish ade- 
quate stimuli to the intestinal mu- 
cosa by means of undeposited residue 
Jind the various chemical substances 
Elaborated during its digestion." 
Do thesr. word? of 'Drs. Musser and 
Rersol, directed in such serious man- 
ner to the medical profcesion, clash 
with 
the 
philosophy 
of ridicule 
jireached by the millers? To The vic- 
ilms of constipation who are so easily 
influenced by plausible assertions, 1 
leave the answer. 
•'Be careful," say the millers, ."on 
your journey, John, not to eat any 
white bread. If you do your teeth 
will fall out. Be sure somewhere to 
. gc.t a spoonful of bran in your grub 
or vo;i will become a victim of the 
Philippine iirh. Keep a sharp look- 
out for that brown, brindled, spotted 
xoush. stuff known as whole wheat 
bread or you will surely perish." 
In the face of this sort of. attack, 


(aimed at the weakness of human na- 
ture to withstand the assaults 
of 
scorn or ridicule, however far-fetched, 
great truths are content to be smoth- 
ered and old evils abide with us un- 
molested. 
Drs. Mufiser and Piersol are explicit 
in their advice to their fellow-physi- 
cians. Here are their plain state- 
ments: 
"Whole wheat bread, 
whole rye 
bread, or pumpeVnickle 
should' be 
used in preference to white bread.

"Whole oatmeal and the 
coarser 


! cereals, such as whole cornmeal, are 
! important aduncts."

Tha scoffers must surely experience 


I some little difficulty in 
dismissing 


I such plain statements as these when 
i they emanate from recognized, au- 
thorities. 
What we want, however, are 
not 
statements, but proofs. 
This.Is the 
reason we began at the beginning. 
This is the reason we are content to 
make progress step by step. This is 
the reason we are dealing only in es- 
tablished facts. 
The references of Drs. Musser and 
Piersol to whole oatmeal, whole corn 
meal, and the coarser cereals will, in 
their proper places, release a volley 
of proofs, each one of them sufficient- 
ly startling in itself to provoke a 
panic among tie commercial benefici- 
aries of 
denatured 
breakfast-foods 
and breadstuffs. 
It has been conclusively established 
that bread made of the whole wheat, 
just as it comes through the cleaning 
machines from the field, together with 
the other unrefined foods to 
which 
these words are dedicated, will save 
our daughters and our 
daughters' 
children from the hundred evils which 
food follies have imposed upon them. 
Dr. Albert Westlake, in his paper 
on "Babies' Teeth to- 
the

Year," says: 
"Babies' teeth should receive con- 
sideration at. least six months before 
the child is born.

"Plan your back-yard garden on pa- 
per in advance" 'is the advice of tho 
vegetable garden 
specialists of the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture. A little indoor .gardening of this 
sort will enable you to have fresh veg- 
etables throughout the season and wiH 
make the same 'ground;', with little ex- 
tra labor and expense,:. yield two or 
three crops instead of the single crop 
commonly raised in small gardens. 
Where two or three crops are grown,

I three .crops are grown instead of. one, 
a comparatively small garden will BUP- 


i ply the average family-with fresji vege- 
tables all season. Moreover, such plan- 
ning- in- advance will' enable you to get 
the ground ready in-time for planting 
and to secure your seeds and plaut 
them at the dates which give each 
variety its best growing conditions. 
For example, if you •will thus plan tha 
plot to be devoted 
to peas, by the 
time your first crop is harvested ths 
second crop will foe in bearing-, and 
the plants of the third well advanced. 
AH the tools that are necessary for 
indoor gardening, which can be made 
an interesting recreation for the whole 
.household, are a large sheet of wrap- 
.ping1 paper, a ruler and a pencil. After 
looking over the garden and selecting 
the plot of soil best suited for your 
purpose, measure this and outline it 
on paper on a scale of % or %, of an 
inch to the foot. 
Next, study your garden bulletins or 
books on horticulture and the seed 
catalogs to determine what can be 
grown In your climate under the con- 
ditions of exposure, soil and drainage 
in your back yard. This study may 
lead you to plan ditches to improve 
drainage, show you that 
your soil 
needs ashes to break 
up its 
sticky 
character, or that you must add rotted 
manure, dried blood, bone meal, wood

the family to determine the sort of 


vegetables the different members like, 
and which, therefore, they personally 
wlll.brt interested in'raising. Confine 
your selections to the standard well- 
tried sorts. Finally,' and this, is most 
important, is 'the conference between 


I the garden force and the 
housewife 


i as to what vegetables really are worth 
raising in the back yard. It will hard- 
ly pad to raise in a small space' pota; 
toes, corn, cucumbers, squashes 
or 
mekms, which occupy a large area in 
proportion to yield, and which can be 
bought cheaply in nearby markets. 
In general, the aim of the back-yard 
gardener should be to raise those veg- 
etables .which are either expensive or 
in which thel flavor or quality depemls. 
importantly on absolute 
freshness. 
Peas and string or lima beans, to be at 
their best, should be cooked almost 
immediately after they are gathered. 
Peas-kept even for a day lose their 
delicate bloom and sweetness. Conse- 
quently as much space 
as possible 
should be devoted to such vegetables, 
and other vegetables in which fresh- 
ness (Joes not count so importantly 
should largely be used as fillers to 
keep the ground) at -work. Effort also 
should be made in a garden to have 
special vegetables, such as okra, of 
which the family is fond and which are 
difficult to obtain in local markets or 
are commonly high priced. The house- 
wife probably will want a little bed of 
parsley, chives, or other herbs, not be- 
cause they are expensive to buy, but 
because of the convenience of being 
able to pick a sprig just when it is 
needed.lntere»tinfl the Children. ~ 
The profit from gardening, however, 
comes not alone from the vegetables 
that are produced. The healthy out- 
door recreation and exercise and the 
educational value of a' garden in train- 
ing children manually, and in inculat- 
ing in them habits of order and indus- 
try must not be overlooked. Fathers 
and mothers will find that the nrelim- 
inary planning of a garden will much 
to arouse the interest of the young 
pcop.le and encourage them to do their 
share in cultivating and weeding it. 
This will be particularly 
true if the 
owner hires a laborer to do the first 
heavy spading and lets the family be- 
gin its gardening not with heavy, dis- 
heartening drudgery, but on a patch 


ready for the lighter work of niaki:ig 
the seed bed. 
Having decided what is to be plant- 
ed the indoor gardener draws lines or 
symbols on hia outlined plan to indi- 
cate the different crops, inserting Uie 
date when 
each is to .be planted, 
Where a second or third crop is to i'ol- 


i low the same row or occupy the same 
| ground, this may be written in, red or 
blue, which indicates that it is to be 
planted when an earlier crop is over. 
In laying out the plan the owner 
should consider the amount of each, 
vegetable necessary for a serving for 
his,family.. He also should bear in 
mind the habitat of the plants so as to 
allow'space enough between the rows 
for their proper growth, for the intpr- 
planting of later crops, and for easy 
cultivation. The cultivation, of course, 
is easiest'when the rows arc 1%. to 2 
feet apart, as this permits the use of 
wheel cultivators. .Plants which make 
a, high growth and cause heavy shade 
naturally should not be located where 
they will interfere with sun-loving 
small plants. Perennials, such as rhu- 
barb and asparagus, 
which are not 
cultivated, should not be grown among 
plants-which-call for tilling. The plan- 
ning may be extended also to the 
planting of small fruits, such as cur- 
rants, raspberries and grapes, and 
even to the location of apple or other 
fruit trees. 


Plots for Little-Folka. 
Whore there are very small chlV 
dren in the family, a separate smnll 
plot should.be set aside for their play 
gardens. If they have their own vege- 
tables which they are free to pull up, 
examine, or treat as they like, tlu-y 
are less liable.to conduct their juvenile 
botanical experiments in .the garden 
which is being grown for serious pur- 
poses. 


A Typical Plan for a Back-Yard 


Garden. 
The accompanying plan was made 
from an unusually wellrarranged and 
successful garden that was grown in 
a city back yard 25x70 feet in dimen- 
sions. The plan also can be used in 
laying out.a plot of a larger yard or, 
with changes in quantity planted, can 
be adapted to snail yards or plots of 
othe" shapes. 
This lot is bounded on two sides by 
a board fence 6 foet high, along which 
14 grapevines were planted and train- 
ed. Another grapevine was so planted 
as to prow on the shed at the rear.
